are very otreful to keep their heads as warm 
asthey can, Tradition says thot the turbana 
yy the natives in this part of the em- 
pire were first put on at the opening of the 
present ‘dynasty, when, sullenly submitting 
to the Manchu_power, they. sought to hide 
the hated badge of slavery—the shaven head 
and plaited tail which the victorious Tartars

Vioron Hugo in tHe Rue pe Cricay. 
His life has been os full of antitheses as 
Ho went from Paris. to the 
Channel Islands—that is to say, from the 
most animated part of animated Nature 


| into almost monastic seclusion—and finally 


he left’ his retreat to return to Paris onco, 
more. In Jorsey and in Guernsey he was 
necessarily left very-much alone. A man 
who before his exile could nevor without 2 
stratagem havo secured an evening to him- 
self passed whole weska and months in 
comparative soclosion,'with none but ,his 
family aronnd him, and with only the sea 
to answer his voico in the.outer world. 
The varied strength of his character is 
attested by the manner in whith he bore 
the change. The literary ory for the desert 
is generally insincere ; and few ‘cat men 
who retire from the crowd can help casting 
one longing lingering look behind to see if 
they are not followed bys portrait-painter 
ora scribe. If Victor Hugo himself did 
the same thing, nohody saw him. On his 
return to France: he passed, as it were, 
from the night of public notice into its 
noontide blaze, and Paris has ever. since 
been trying to make up by her importunity 
‘of hero-worship for the enforced neglect of 
years. His servants would save themselvot 
a groat deal of fruitless trouble by keeping 
his door wide open; for there seems to be 
a tacit understanding among Frenchmen of 
all classes that it ehall never be shut. 
ordinary arrangement seems to be as much 
out of place as a padlocked . gate. before a 
opular shrine. P 

The fact is accounted for, by hisivaried 
relations with the world. Ho is, a 
dramatist, a writer of romance, an artist, 
an orator, 8 poet, and a politician : hs seems 
to touch public life at all points. Ere the 
last lover of literature rotires from his 
threshold, the firat Republican constitu- 
tionalist arrives, He has been obliged to 
(ake rigorous measures: of self-defence, 
You may go to his house in the morning, 
as men do go, but you could hardly see 
him: to save your life. You would, not, 
indeed; catch him napping, for he is up 
betimes; but he would be locked in his 
study, putting touches, perhaps, to the 
manuscript of La Légende des Sidcles in the 
marvollously clear hand in which it is sent 
to the publisher, His letters, by the way, 


are sorawls; it is only his ‘copy’. that is. 


like a sheet of print, In the one case, the 
burden of responsibility foy his meaning 
rests with the person addressed; in the 
other, with the writer. It would be your 
misfortune if you missed a lino in an 
invitation to dinner; it would be his if the 
compositor left out a single antithesis in 
aninvocation to Paris as the Light of the 
World, A home-loving man, be has still’a 
family about him in the second generation, 
though Death has dealt so cruelly with the 
first, and the prattle of his children’s 
children, especially of petite Jeanne his 
‘favourite, is to be heard in tho’ house, 
They load their life; he, hie, daring those 
hours devoted to composition. It is 
understood that he is to be kept free’ from 
all intrusion until breakfast-time, or, to 
render it by its true oquivalent for English 
readers, watil lunch,’ He may, however, 
obtain an extension of leave by: prolong- 
ing hig fast. The meal is served by one, 
and all aro summoned but the master. No 
one ventures to’ disturb him, His woder- 
done cutlot is thera ; if he comes in to time, 
he haa it hot; if not, he very contentedly 
eats it stone-cold, sometimes: at three or 
four in the afternoon. When ho is late,

THE BRAINS OF QRIMINALS, 
_ In our last issue we published a very 
interestiug letter. from our Vienna Corre- 
Apondent,'in whioh a brief summary was | ~ 
given of Professor Benedict's researches on 
the braing and*akulls of criminals, The 
su* ject ia an important one, both froma . 
phys ological aud a psychological. point of 
view and itis to be hoped that more ox- 
tended and mo-e precise inquiries will be 
made upon it, for the results which Dre 
Benedict: hos cbtained, though very ime 
portant, are not suficiently numerous to 
warrant ony large induction. Up to the ‘ 
present time Dr Banodict has examined the 
brains of sixteen orlminals, all of which, on 
compariaon with the healthy brain,.he finds 
to be abnormal.. Not only has ho found 
that theso brains deviate from the normal: 
typey and approach toward that of lower 
animals, but he has beon able to classify 
them, and with them the skulls in which 
they were coritained, in three categories. 
These consist in (1). absonce of symmetry 
between tho two halves of the brain ;.(2) an 
oxceasive obliquity of the anterior part of
